Music is, by general agreement 


the most abstract of the art It 
appeals purely to the emotions, is 


constructed im’ a manner akin 
mathematics, and is less touched 
by utility tihan any of the othe! 
arts The great musician 
usually deaf and blind to all inter 
ests except his own He lives in 
a world of sound 

Yet music is a very popralar art 


For many generations it has been 
a “polite ameccomplishment,’ 
many generations of wormen have

been taught the rudiment of the 
art. Most music teachers are 
women, and many public prerform 
ers, Men have, on the other 
hand, been rather diverted from 
musical traiming A boy rieeds to 
show 4 very evident desire before 
he is taught to play the pimmo; and 
in many parts of America amy such 


activity is regarded as efferinat¢ 


unworthy of a real boy 

Yet there are no great women 
musicians All the great com 
posers were men; and in this 
which is the heart of music, 
women hawe never risem above a 
respectable mediocrity Im spite 
of generations of training the 
heights of smusic fre unsealed ex 
cept by mem. Music is apparently 
a man's art, and though Saint 
Cecilia was a woman, her disci 
ples are men ‘ 

In paintimge, sculpture and the 
graphic arts the case for women 
is a little better, but mot very 
much so. Some elementary train 
ing in art is part of the educa 
tion of most girls, and is omitted 
from that of most boys Sketch 
ing Is quite a female habit and, 
like music, is effeminate im a boy; 
yet how rmmany great women 
painters or sculptors can we 
reckon Angelika Kauffmann
